Access to Services for Limited 
English speakers Threatened

SAN JOSE 一 Potentially 
thousands of limited and non- 
English speaking persons in the 
South Bay may be affected by the 
outcome of alawsuit filed by a union 
local against Santa Clara County. 
Local 715 of the Service 
Employees Int1l Union charges that 
the county violated their bargaining 
agreement ， when it Selectively 
rehired bilingual workers last 
Summer，Rather than going by a 
strict Seniority System，Some less 
Senior employees Were Tehired 
because of their language Skills. 
INTERVENED 
In an effort to represent the 
interests of both the service 
recipients and the bilingual 
employees，Richard Konda，a staff 
attorney with the Asian Law 
Alliance in San Jose，told 
astJesb that the legal group had 
intervened in .the suit earlier this 
Imonth. The ALA will work with the 


Mexican ”Legal ”Defense and 
Education Fund on the case. 
“[The employees whose 


Positions are in jeopardy] are mostly 
Vocational counselors who work at 
the Department of Social Services,” 
noted Konda. “There are clerks， 
Teceptionists，telephone operators， 
_public health nurses and community 
Workers, too.”He estimated that at 
least 20，“probably more,”persons 
_fell into this category， 

The bilingual workers are“pretty 
optimisticy” saidthelawyer ITguess

of 人 f. They are still there [on the job] 
Providing. Services,” Konda 
commented. 

“The clients affected, well werre 
talking about potentially al the 
monolingual Vietnamese cjlients. Ifa 
bilingual telephone operator is laid 
off, a monolingual Vietnamese client 
will not be able to communicate. Or 
让 a receptionist is gone, the client is 
stuck at this point,”the attorney 


explained. 
CONCERNED 
“Service Tecipients are 


concerned if bilingual workers are 
laid offthat they will notknow what is 
happening， or how to deal with the 
county， with DSS and other 
departments， observed ”天 onda. 

“They are worried，concerned and 
waiting.” 

According to Konda， the Asian 
American population is increasing in 
Santa Clara，reflecting primarily a 
growth in the SE Asian ethnic 


groups. The Spanish-speaking 
population，on the other hand，has 
remained fairly stable，with only a 


small increase. About 13.796 of the 
clients at DSS are Vietnamese- 
speaking; 1.396 Chinese-speaking; 
and 7.8‰ Spanish-speaking. 

At this point in the suit, Konda 
observed，““the county is very 
cooperative. It is trying to maintain 
bilingual services.” 了 He also added 
that it was the county counsel that 
moved the case forward: the union 
had filed their suit in November, bnut 
did not serve it on the county until 
February. The county requested an 
early trial date. ALA's motion to 
intervene was granted in May. 


“The county wants to stand 
behind the _ contract，bnut the union 
wants to get out of it,”he charged. 
了 Konda “explained that the 
goverment has maintained that the 
Selective process is consistent with 
thebargaining agreement. Originally 
signed in July 1982，the contract 
terminates next July. 

SUE 

Though the Law Alliance and 
county are now on the same side on 
the issue, Konda quickly pointed out 
that this may not be the case 
throughout the jlitigation. “If the 
county Keeps the bilingual workers， 
the union will sue; ifthey do xzot keep 
them，we:ll sue.2” 

Konda argued that under state 
and .federal law，.the county is 
mandated to “provide services to 
limited : or non-English speaking 
persons” and that bilingual 
Workers are necessary for equal 
acceSs to the Services. 


The trial date has been set for 
June'28. Konda expressed hope that 
the case would be“resolved in our 
favor.”He said that the interveners 
willtryto showthe reasonableness of 
the whole system to have bilingual 
workers to meet the needi of the 


comimunity. “This is not an 
unreasonable plea,”he asserted. 
When asked about the 


relationship between ALA and the 
union, Ronda observedthatthereis 3 
difference in goals: meeting the 
needs of a diverse community versus 
protecting the seniority rights of the 
union members.“It is very tense at 
this point,” he conceded. 口 


of Vincent Chin is not an isolated 
event; it affects all of us.2” 

“Americais really on trial here,” 
he declared. “Allthese words[of the 
Pledge of Allegiance] are hogwash 让 
this is allowed to go by. We are al 
one body, concerned aboutjustice. 于 
We let this one get Swept under the 
rugbythe courts, what will the future 
be2”he queried. 

Edwin Lee of the Asian Law 
Caucus also Spoke ofthe need notto 
let the injustice of the Chin killing go 
by unnoticed.“One way to Sweep 
under the rug is for the press not to 
take Up the issue,”Lee told the 
meeting, which included reporters of 
SF's major newspapers and radio 
stations. 

LEGAL 

“Another wayis ifitis channeled 
into a discussion of the legal justice 
System ;and _the problems_ of plea 
bargaining. Iwe reduce 让 to alegal 
discussion，fthe effect] will be to 
SWeep it:under the rug.” 

“In Detroit，there is a lot of 
tension because of the 
unemployment, People need to find 
scapegoats.” Minorities，he noted， 
become scapegoats in economic 
crises.“This was one of the reasons 
for the fight [between Chin and his 
killers]. They were looking forblood. 
Theywere looking for reasons why 
they had lost their jobs.” 

Lee addedthat Chin's killing was 
part of “a very, very disturbing trend 
of racially-motivated ”violence,” 
which included the attacks on 
Vietnamese fishermen in Texas, the 
stabbing death of a_ Vietnamese 
youth in Davis，and cross-burnings 
on the lawn of a Filipino family in 
Fremont. “We_ have to look into 
员 the real source of the problem， 

”Lee declared. 

”Union Tepresentatives at the 
meeting also stressed the economic 
origins of Chin's killing and racial 
violence in general. Long-time union 
activist and president of the Asian 
American Federation of Union 
Members George Wong spoke ofthe 


historical background of this 
relationship. 

DIVIDE 
“We all too familiar with the 


scapegoating of immigrants for 
unemployment and the use of racism 
to divide workers,”Wong declared. 
“It is a sad day for American justice 
when the System turns a blind eye 
becausethe victim was Asianandthe 
murderers Were white. It is turning 
back the calendar to the days when 
Chinese could be lynched and 
Chinatown could be burned down.” 
Jan Sunoo，business agent for 
Teamsters Local 278，pointed onut 
that Japanese, andby implication all 
Asians， are being _ increasingly 
blamed for unemployment，creating 
an explosive situation in the US， 
“Watts [in LA] exploded 


because the blacks were desperate 
about the lack of jobs. They 
erroneously blamed whites for all 
their problems，American workers 
are also becoming desperate and are 
being _ misled by unscrupulous 
corporate heads，politicians and 
misguided _ union leaders,， he 
charged. 

“These people are Sending the 
country a very Strong mesSage: the 
Japanese are causing 
unemployment.” Such simplistic 
and misleading assertions not only 
fuel the fire of racial violence, they 
also misdirect attention away from 
failing domestic economic policies， 
Sunoo noted. 

EAILURE 

Ron  Wakabayashi， executive 
director of the national Japanese . 
American Citizens League，agreed 
that Asian :Americans were being 
scapegoated forthe failure ofthe US 
economy. “The _ pattern is quite 
clear,” he said.，He added that， 
ironically，Chin was working for a 
firm that Supplied parts to US auto 
IakerS. 

“The clear message we want to 
convey is that the Asian American 
community is terrible concerned 
with this case and the kinds of racism 
Asian Americans have to confront in 
the current economic environment,” 
the JACL director said. 

Wakabayashi reported that the 
Detroit press had discovered that the 
judge in the Chin case，Charles 
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Violence 
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Kaufman，had spent time in a 
Japanese Prisoner of war camp 
durng WWII “He saidthatthis did 
not influence his decision, but it may 
very “ well have,” Wakabayashi 
SuUggested.

“curiositiesS” involved in how the 
case Was handled that warrant 
further_ investigation， Because of 
Serious Procedural .questions， 
Detroit Asian Americans are Urging 
the Justice Dept.Ss Civil Rights 
Division to investigate the case.

PREMEDITATED 

One particular irregularity is the 
actual charge brought againstChin's 
killers: second degree murder, rather 
than first degree [premeditated|] 
Imurder. 

“he fact that there exists Some 
evidence of pre-meditation is in itself 
acuriosity, ”Gongmaintained.“The 
judge Said on the record that he felt 
there was [evidence of pre- 
meditation]，but felt that his hands 
Were tied [Since it is the prosecutor 
who determines the charge].” 

Chinese for Affirmative Action 
director Henry Der questioned the 
prosecutor's handling of the case. 
“CAA believes that Wayne County 
Prosecutor William Cahalan failed 
to acknowledge and prosecute 
adequately the civil rights violence 
perpetrated against Vincent Chin.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
devastating earthquake in Coalinga 
，has once again raised the question of 
earthquake safety. This is an issue of 
particular concern to Chinatown， 
， since Chinatown could wellbeoneof 
the most dangerous parts of the city 
雇 which to be during an earthquake. 
The dangerin Chinatown stems 
from one central fact: many of the 
buildings in Chinatown were built 
before earthquake safety standards 
Were introduced to the building 


code. 
-UNREINFEORCED 
“Many of Chinatown's 
buildings are unreinforced brick or 
concrete,” said _ Jeffrey Lee，the 
director of SF's Dept. of Public 
Works,“and unreinforced buildings 
are 3a ye dangerous place to be 
during an earthquake. 

“Buildings built prior to 1949 
Wouldn't have any earthquake 
standards,”Lee continued.“Nottoo 

_Imany buildings in Chinatown were 
built after 1949.” 

In fact，Chinatown has the 
highest concentration of 
unreinforced buildings of any area of 
the city.“About one half of all this 
type of buildings in the city are 
located in Chinatown,”the director 


noted. 
Unfortunately，Lee 
acknowledged， remedying this 


situtation is very _ difficult “One 
pioblem in bringing the buildings up 
to code is the cost There are estimates 
that to reinforce the buildings to 
satisfy the current standards would 
cost 的 to 擅 of the cost of the 
building itself'” Lee explained.“IThe 
economic and social impact would 
be tremendous.” 
IMPACT 

Nonetheless，the impact of a 
major earthquake would be even 
greater，and city o 包 cials recognize 
the need to take some action. The 
Board of Supervisors recently 
appointed a Seismic Investigation 
and Hazard Survey Adviso 
Committee to identify whic 
buildings are in the greatest need of 
strengthening and what exactly can 
be done about this problem. 

“One of the objectives [of the 
committee],” Lee said，“ is to 
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C'town Area Could Be SF s 
Most Dangerous inE 


develop an economic costysocialrisk 
relationship.”The committee wants 
to establish how much it will cost to 
achieve how much building safety. 
Their goal is to determine the most 
cost effective level of maximize 
building safety. 

“JIf we could satisfty 609 of the 
earthquake safety code at a cost of 
10-159%6 ofthe building, we feel that 
would be a reasonable trade-o 任 
Lee maintained. 

“LA county recently completed 
a similar Survey and developed a 
plan forbringing [older] buildings up 
to this 6096 level,”said the director. 
“That Was the point where economic 
costs VerSus Social risk Was 
optimized. We hope to do the same 
here.” 

“TYING27” 

One of the major aspects of 
building reinforcement would be 
“tying”building roofs more firmly to 
the vertical walls, to help reduce the 
danger of the roof falling.“Thats a 
very dangerous situation in an 

earthquake 一 anunreinforcedroof,” 

Lee observed. 

This lesson was tragically 
demonstrated in Tangshan，China， 
iiduring the massive easrthquake in 
,1976， In that earthquake， an 
estimated 750,000 people were 
killed, many from collapsing roofs. 
“In_ Tangshan，959%6 of the roofs 
collapsed,”Lee noted. 

Strengthening the connections 
between the roof and walls of a 
building would help the bulding 
move as a unit, reducing the chance 
| ofthe roof separating from the walls， 
But to be really safe, such measures 
would have to be taken on the floors 
below，and this is where the cost 
begins to_escalate. “The roofline 
could be done first, for a relatively 
small amount of money,， $2,000 to 
$15,000 depending'on the building. 

“But once you getbelow the roof， 
you begin to impact on the building 
occupants,”the city official said. The 
cost of temporarily ”relocating 
occupants and pulling up carpeting 
and paneling could make additional 

reinforcing prohibitive, Lee felt. 

让 FLED 

One of the reasons there were nO 

deaths in the Coalinga earthquake， 

Lee noted，was because residents 

fled the buildings at the first tremor. 

By doing so，they avoided being 

crushed ”when the ， buildings 

4 collapsed， Such a precaution may 

not be wise in Chinatown，Lee 


arthquake

“Averybigdangerin Chinatown 
is the narrow streets. In Chinatown， 
there aretall buildings relative to the 
width ofthe streets. In Coalinga,”he 
contrasted“they had low buildings 
and wide streets,”and fleeing the 
buildings helped save lives. 

“Even with the wide streets,” 
Lee added,“many of the building 
fronts that collapsed ended up acrosS 
the street, or atleast across the center 
line in the street.” 


If an earthquake were to hit SF， 
Lee urged people zot to go into the 
streets in Chinatown.“I would urge 
people to stay indoors，get under 
heavy furniture and hope the 
building doesn't collapse.” 

Falling objects, whetherpieces of 
buildings，balconies or even signs， 
pose the most Significant threat 
during an earthquake， cautioned 
Lee. To help reduce this threat, Lee 
has been involved in the parapet- 
strengthening program， 


ROCKING 
Parapets，the wall around the 
roof of buildings，are particularly 
dangerous.“Basically，it's a free- 
standing wall,”Lee said of the 


“parapets. “The building may not 


collapse, but once it starts rocking， 
there's 3a good chance the parapets 
will simply break o 任 .” 

Lee met with the board of 
directors ofthe Six Companies three 
years ago and spoke on the radio， 
encouraging Chinatown 
participation in the parapet- 
strengthening program.“Ihere waS 
a lot of resistance at first， People 
Simply refused to spendthe money to 
reinforce the “parapets,” Lee 
recalled.“Attimesit was likepulling 
teethl ， 


“People had trouble identifying 
the danger, and people don tusually 
move very rapidly unless there is 
Some imminent danger,” asserted 
the director. “They feel it might 
happen to someone else, but it wont 
happen to me.” 

Despite many people's initial 
reluctance to “participate， the 
program Was part of the Board of 
Supervisors Parapet Ordinance and 
mandated by ljaw.“We had to force 
Some people to do the work by 
threatening to bring in the city 
attorney,”Lee Said. “Some caseS 
didendupin court ,butonly about 20 
out of 2,200. One percent non- 


compliance isn't too bad! 
Despite the Successful 
enforcement of the Parapet 


Ordinance，more safety measures 
need to be taken.“Fixing the parapets 
was the first step， but that doesn't 
mean that all the problems have been 


] Solved,”Lee noted. 


Hopefully，he said，people are 
now more aware of the need for 
safety “ measures and building 
reinforcement and will be more 
willing to comply with the 
recommendations of the Seismic 
Investigation Committee. 

Because these recom- 
mendations are likely to be 
more costly than the parapet- 
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Strengthening， however， Lee 
suggested that the work be done in 
stages，to offset the cost.” This is 
howtheLAplanis setup,” he noted. 

In addition，the cost could-be 
offset by low-cost loans, During the 
parapet-strengthening program，the 
Chinatown Community Housing 
Corp. was offering low cost loans 
and a similar program could be 
used again. 

“It's a slow process，a difficult 
educational process to inform people 
about earthquake safety,”Lee said， 
“but it's an absolute necessity. 工 
don't want to scare anyone，but 工 
really believe that sooner or later, 3 
big earthquake will hit.”

BEIJING Lo Chengxun， 
editor ofthe Hong Kong Communist 
newWspaper New 五 venting Posb Was 
convicted of being a spy for the US 
and sentenced to 10 years in prison 
on Sunday， 

Lo,62, alsoknown as Lo Fu， had 
disappeared last year after being 
recalled to . Beijing. Sunday s 
announcement ofthe charges against 
him and the sentence were the first 
official announcement of his status 
since his disappearnce， 

SECRET 

He was convicted of passing 
“important secret information about 
China's political，diplomatic and 
military affairs”to an unnamed US 
intelligence agency, according to the 
Xinhua News Agency. 

The Xinhua announcement Said 
that Lo had been aspyforthe UStfor 
several years and had been paid 
regularly for his information. Lo was 
convicted under a section of the 
Chinese _ criminal code forbidding 
disclosure of information to “the 
enemy,”atermnot appliedtothe US 
for nearly 10 years， 

A Chinese citizen, Lo had edited 
the New 巨 veming Post since 1951. 
He was alsoamemberofthe national 
committee of the Chinese People s 
Political Consultative _ Conference 
and regularly attended meetings of 
the national People's Congress in 
Beijing， He was thought to be a 
Communist Party member and was 
extremely well-briefed on political 
and economic affairs in China.， 

Because of this，he was widely 
sought out in Hong 久 ong as a SOUICe 
of information about events in 
China，His role as an informal 
channel of communication was 
widely acknowledged and accepted 
in Hong Kong as an effective means 
to promote understanding between 
China and the West.

The programs range from a one-day 
seminar for the general public up to 
an eight-week advanced program 
with clinical demonstrations，for 
acupuncturists with a minimum of 
three years experience.

openly advertised in community 


papers in recent weeks. Included in 
the ads arethe results ofa1981 court 
case between Nan Lien and United 
Press ”JInternational. UPI had 
Teported on the drug's potentially 
fatal compounds and claimed 
Chuifong IToukuwan had caused at 
least one death in the US. Nan Lien 


sued UPI for approximately 
$70,000.

One compound contained 
in Chuifong Toukuwan, aminpyrine， 
has been linked to a fatal blood 
disease and is banned in the US.

“The drugis stillilegalin the US 
and it is still being detained,”Rod 
Chu，compliance of 仁 cer with the 
Food and Drug Administration, told 
正 ast 了 Jest He expressed Surprise 
that it is being openly advertised ipn 
the Chinatown press.“So that's how 
people know how to order it ”he 
exclaimed. 

He said that the FDA intercepts 
Chuifong IToukuwan on a regular 
basis.“It comes in every week, The 
shipments are not very large，about 
12 packages，with each package 
containing about 60 pills, 

“Over a two-month period，we 
might see as many 38Ss 2 to 30 
shipments,”added Chu. “We detain 
them and return them to the sender. 
It is then up to the [would-be] 
recipients to seek 3a refund.” 

He said that there has been an 
increase in the number of shipments 
recently,“but its not a dramatic 
increase. It 1 becoming more of a 
Problem， though， because _ the 
Shipments are going all over hte 
country，The distribution is more 
nation-wide.”

Chu said that the packages 
intercepted by the FEDA are mostly

Chu's _ observation Supports a 
Teport from an informed Source 
within the Chinese herbal medicine 
industry in California that not many 
Chinese Americans buy Chuifong 
Toukuwan. He speculated that this 
Was because Chinese Americans are 
familiar with the'dangers associated 
with the drug. According to this 
SOUrce，those Who buy Chuifong 
Toukuwan at the retail level in the 
US are mostly Japanese, blacks and 
Hispanics. 

Because Chuifong Ioukuwan is 
often available in retail herbal stores， 
there is persistent Speculation that 
that drug is being smuggled into the 
US on a large scale.

DAVIS 一 “The love of a parent 
toward her children cannot be 
described in words,”sobbed Phung 
Xung Huynh, mother of Thong Hy 
Huynh who was stabbed to death at 
Davis High School on May 4. 

“I was completely stupefied that 
day.Iwould neverhave guessed that 
kids getting into a fight can result in 
Such a tragedy,” said Huynh, trying 
to recall the day her 17-year-old son 
was killed by James Pierman. Both 
students attended Davis High 
School.

the bad news. Not understanding 
English， .she _ could only half 
understand what was going on.“ 工 
thought he was only hurt, but when 工 
got to the hospital . . .”Huynh could 
not finish the sentence.

The 42-year- 
old mother from Vietnam explained 
to 下 asyYrestf in Cantonese that she 
had not been well even_ before her 
Son's death.

Thong had been anormal child all 
the way. He played ping pong, went 
jogging，listened to music，watched 
TV，and did the same things any 
teenager would do. 

His motherrememberedhim as a 
Very quiet person. “But every now 
and then，he would argue abonut 
Something he thought wasn't right. 
But that's how kids are,” said 
Huynh.“In any case he was not the 
type to _ get into trouble. He was 
afraid to get involved.” 


HELPEFUL 
Thong had always been helpful 
with family ”chores.， Huynh 


remembered that when the family 
was in Taiwan during the two years 
before they came to the US in 1980， 
she ,and her two elder children 
worked while Thong stayed home to 
cook and do all the housework. 

“He didn't have much time at 
home after we moved here because 
he worked at the UC Davis library 
after School” Huynh explained. 
“Buthe was a good boy. He gave me 
everything he earned except Some 
money for gaS.” 

At School，Thong was doing 
about average. According to Long， 
he had A's, B's, and C?s, but hardly 
any ESs，His 20-year-old brother 
Hieu commented that he was 
“neither too diligent nor too lazy.” 
“He did his homework every day,” 
he added. 

Marylou Sorensen,avolunteer at 
Davis Community Church, recalled 
Thong as “shy” and “sensitive.” 
“He was avery quietboy, the quietest 
ofthe four,”observed Sorensen. The 
four were Thong and his friends Lan 
Y. Long, Bon C. Chau, and Duc 五. 
Nguyen.Because they all came from 


, Vietnam and，with the exception of 
| Nguyen，were all of Chineseorigin， 
the four became fast friends. 


Pierman，who was charged with 
homocide a few days after the killing 
Seems the exact antithesis of his 
Victim。 He has had five previous 
police records，including battery 
charges，According to the Davis 
Dai Demmocrak Pierman has kept 
potential weapons Such as 3a hatchet， 
ametal baseball bat, and a bullwhip 
in his car. 

DEADLY 

When questioned about the 
deadly items that Pierman keptin his 
car, his mother responded that she 
had asked him to take them out, but 
felt that he might need some of the 
equipment because he occasionally 
helped his father who is a carpenter. 

Long and Chau recalled 
Pierman goingtohis caronthe dayof 
the crime to fetch his 12-inch long 
knife, which he brandished in front of 
the four Vietnamese students and 
which he used eventually to stab 
Thong near the heart. 

“This guyis outto get Somebody. 
He is just mean,”asserted Bonnie 
Comer，3a hairdresser at Davis. 
Comer，whose son is in the same 
class as Pierman, said that the latter 
had been harassing a lot of people. 

“He shouldbetried as an adult,” 
opined Comer. “It is an adult 
crme.”(In California, depending on 
the age of the youth and the type of 
crime involved, the court may find 
that the defendant would more 
appropriatelybetriedunderthe adult 
judicial system ratherthan within the 
juvenile justice System.) 


Pierman, who will soon turn 17， 
has been held at ajuvenile probation 
center awaiting trial，A_ detention 
hearing last Friday resulted in a 
decision not to release him back to 
his parents”custody. 

DANGEROUS 
Thong's mother felt that the killer 
should be punished severely for his 


-crime.“My son is dead already, but 


让 they let him out of jail, he would 
hurt other people. The victims may 
be Asians，or they may be white 
Americans. He would be dangerous 
to _ people of all races,” Huynh 
maintained. 

Many in the Davis Chinese 
community felt likewise. However， 
everyone _ declined to comment 
publicly forfear ofpossible reprisals. 

During the several _ days 
following Thong's funeral，leaflets 
were Seen around the high school， 


recalled Wong. The slogans, calling |. 


for an all-white student body, have 
scared the only five Vietnamese 
students in the high school. Chau， 
Long, and Nguyen had stayed away 
from school since their friend's death 
until last Monday， 

“They dared not go to school 
because of these racist leaflets,” 
Wong said.“But now the school has 
given a 100% guarantee that 
everything will be okay.” 

However， not everyone is 
convinced that the crime Was 
racially-motivated. Both Wong and 
Thong's brother Hieu admitted that 
only a small number of ignorant 
people would discriminate against 


others， 
PARENTS 

Comer wasn't Sure whether 
Pierman's motives were based on 
racism，noting that he would hurt 
anyone. Yeb 让 it were Tacially- 
motivated, his parents had probably 
instilled ”those discriminatory 
feelings through their example, the 
hairdresser hypothesized. 

If there is one good thing that 
came out of this tragedy， it is the 
opportunity for different segments of 
the community to come together， 
Huynh's apartment has been packed 
with friends andrelativescoming over 
to express their condolences.“Ihey 
are Asians and other [white] 
Americans,”said Huynh.“I really 
appreciate their concern.” 

Sorensen feltthatthe tragedy has 
“raised the _ sensitivity of a lot of 
people. What they didn't see before， 
they do now,” said the church

His world record score is a 
Staggering 6,131,940 points，set on 
December 3$，1982, at the Pier 39 
arcade in San Francisco.

Yee could have gone 
onlonger, but decided to quit afterhe 
had broken the previous record of 
S,978,640.，_ Asked about his 
reactions to breaking the world 
record， the shy boy merely 
anSwered，“Tired.”

Yee first attracted widespread 
attention to his Pac-Man skills last 
September，when he racked up a 
Score of 3,197,040.

Pac-Man as 3a prize from Bally 
Midway for breaking the world 
record. He won another machine， 
BurgerIime，in a TV show. The 
control handles on both machines 
have custom paddings to make it 
easier on his hand during the 
marathon plays. 

Unfortunately that alleviates 
only part of the problem. After a 
game in which he scored 3,844,040 
points, Yee complained thathis eyes， 
neck，back，legs，fingers and arms 
began to ache. His eyes， in 
particular, were“really burning.” 正 
they hadn't been, he claimed that he

Yee began playingPac-Man only 
last Summer。， His father Richard 
remembered that he used to watch 
other kids play.
